Less dramatic but equally interesting 
are the sufferers from bronchial afflic­ 
tions, who come to have their inner 
tubes Inspected and overhauled. 
Ur. 
Chevalier Jackson, who is in charge, 
is one of the oustnndlng authorities **n 
bronchial conditions and his clinic rep­ 
resents the most up-to-date methods 
known. 
It is not so long ago that the medi­ 
cal man’s way of investigating bron­ 
chitis and obstructions in tiie chest 
was to place a stethoscope over the 
patient’s chest and to listen learnedly 
to the peculiar sounds inside. 
He had 
other tests, hut they were all indirect, 
like this. 
Now It is possible to take 
a look at the bronchial tubes, not only 
bv X-ray but as directly as if it were 
possible literally to get inside of the 
tubes. 
A bronchial patient who visited the 
Philadelphia clinic reports 
that 
the 
usual 
general 
examination 
with 
a 
stethoscope is first made by three sep­ 
arate doctors. 
The X-ray pictures of 
the chest are taken and blood tests are 
made to detent the presence of tuber­ 
culosis 
or 
other 
dangerous 
germs. 
Then the patient con.es ;o the test of 
the “lights.” 
His throat is treated with a local 
anesthetic, and he reclines on n couch 
surrounded by the clinic doctor and 
assistants. 
He is t« *ld to open his 
mouth and to breathe fully. After that, 
the doctor puts something which feels 
like an arm down the patient's throat. 
This Is really a bronchoscope, a tube 
about the size of a thumb in diameter. 
It has in it tiny electric lighting ap­ 
paratus and magnifying glasses so ar­ 
ranged that the examiner can look 
down and see the exact condition of 
the main bronchial tubes— the pipes 
which carry air into the lungs. 
De c ide dly a 
Mouthful. 
The Inserted tube is decidedly a 
mouthful, and the patient at first feels 
suffocated. But the tube has a breath­ 
ing hole, and as soon as the patient 
adjusts himself to this he breathes more 
or less naturally. 
The tube Is raised 
and lowered as the doctor explores the 
cavity with his tiny light. 
When it Is 
removed 
he knows exactly what the 
disease has done to the throat an« l thq 
lining of the bronchial till>vs. 
Doctor Jackson and his assistants 
use a number of different tubelike In­ 
struments, some of which he has de­ 
vised himself. 
In the case of a person 
who has swallowed some foreign body 
the doctor looks down the throat by 
means of a light in a tube and after 
he has located the obstruction he care­ 
fully withdraws It by means of a tube 
equipped with a tiny pair of forceps 
or by suction. 
Generally the operations are not so 
simple as this sounds. 
There are com­ 
paratively few surgeons in the coun­ 
try who attem pt them. One case which 
came to the bronchoscoplc elinic was 
that of a nine-months-old baby suffer­ 
ing presumably from a safety pin In 
Its throat. 
X-ray examination showed 
that four safety pins, all large and all 
open, were lodged in the esophagus, 
the tube through which the food passes 
from the mouth to tho stomach. 
The 
pins were Interlocked and t.tngleel in a 
bit of wool, s«> that if the surgeon tried 
to draw one pin up Into the mouth of 
his [» robing tube the points of the 
other pins would 
h ave torn t* e baby’s 
throat. 
Finally the two lower pins were 
guided one at a time, down into the 
baby’s stomach-—the » doctors watching 
them all the way by means of lighted 
tubes. 
These pins passed safely into 
the intestinal tract. 
The two larger 
and sttffer pins were drawn up into 
the child’s mouth by forceps and other 
instrum ents and the child was 
soon 
discharged as cured. 
* 
In 
recording 
this particular case 
Doctor Jackson w rote: 
“Safety 
pins 
should he kept out of the reach 
of 
children 
and 
parents 
and 
nurses 
should not set a had example by 
hold­ 
ing pins 
In 
their own 
mouths while 
dressing children.” 
Cases of foreign bodies being 
found 
in the bronchial 
tubes and In 
the 
Mopkagua a rt on the Increase. 
This 
Is because such troubles are correctly 
diagnosed 
more 
frequently and 
be­ 
cause the obstruction can generally bo 
located by the X-ray, and because re­ 
mov al by delicate instruments is [h*- 
wlble. The clinic handles approx imate­ 
ly one case a day In which it Is neces- 
*tiry to remov e some olsstructlon from 
passages in throat and chest. 
This 
does not mean 
that Philadelphia has 
so large 
a number 
of “swallowers.” 
The clinic Is sufficiently unusrual 
to at­ 
tract a good many patients from 
other 
parts of the country. 
Many Teeth Swallowed. 
I)r. B. 
H. Cl erf of the bronoho- 
scoplc clinic reported on 
40 cases in 
which teeth and dental materials 
had 
been swallowed into the esophagus or 
had been sucked Into the windpipe and 
its 
branching 
bronchial 
tubes 
bj 
breathing. 
In 12 of the oases artificial 
'entv res containing from one tooth to 
• imoat a full set were ex tricated from 


tfoe air arid foo'd passages of sufferers. 
These 
comparativ ely 
large 
articles 
slipped down the throats of Indiv idu­ 
als who were sleeping, eating, under 
an anesthetic, 
or suffering from epi­ 
leptic seizures. 
In a larger number 
of the dental cases a single false oi 
natural tooth w as Inhaled into the 
windpipe or swallowed. 
Occasionally a misplaced dental i.' 
strument turns uj> in the course <»f e> 
plorations of a human chest. Only one 
kind <»f dental too! has ! een found by ) 
the Philadelphia clinic, but there have i 
been nine* cases in which this little > 
needlellke boring tool was removed 
from bronchial tubes. 
Many of those forelgn-hodv ogees j 
reach the clinic months, or even years, 
after the accident occurred. 
In s.n.e 
instances the individual was not aware 
of anything wrong for some time. 
In 
others trouble was recognized at once, I 
but the symptoms could not be ac­ 
counted for. 
In one case of a not un- 
usual type portions of a crushed tooth 
were aspirated during the extraction 
of 20 teeth. 
The patient was under 
ether, and it was not until five years 
later that mysterious symptoms were 
recognized as being due to n foreign 
body lodged in the bronchial tube. 


Mis tak e Pois ons for Food. 
Not all of the children who 
are 
brought to tl>e bronchoscoplc clinic 
have obstructions in the chest. 
Some 
of the most serious cases are those in 
which children have swallowed poisons 
which they mistook for food. 
People 
are careful about leaving medicines 
boldly labeled “Poison” within reneh 
of children, because such potions are 
recognized as deadly. 
There are ma­ 
terials sold by grocers, however, which 
contain caustic alkalis, but which are 
less widely known to he poisons. 
Lye and similar washing and scrub­ 
bing powders are <»f this type. 
They 
are generally pure in the chemical 
sense and harmless to the hands if 
properly diluted. 
Often they are not 
labeled poison because they are not 
meant to he taken internally. 
\ e t 
children find such cleaning powders or 
solutions on the floor <»r on low chairs 
and mistake them for food with ter­ 
rible results. 
The mouth and throat of the victim 
are so badly burned that he cannot 
swallow either w ater or food. 
1 
leers 
form in the stomach. 
Patients of the 
rlinio suffering from lye poisoning gen­ 
erally have to he fed by a rubber tube 
inserted Into tin* stomach 
to 
keop 
them from dying of hunger and thirst. 
Some recover; others are too badly 
burned or too weakened to survive. 
For the last 12 years Doctor Jack­ 
son has been trying 
10 warn people 
against the danger r.f leaving lye with­ 
in reach of children. 
A steady stream 
of lye cases passes through the clinic, 
he says. 
At one time there may he 
seven or eight cases, ranging from 
mere babies to children old enough to 
read and understand a warning label, 
if It were printed in bold type on a 
package. 
Any story of the clinic reads as a 
warning against carelessness. Its most 
striking lesson is the hazard of leav­ 
ing any dangerous substance or ar­ 
ticle within reach of small children, 
and of permitting them 
to 
handle 
coins, pins and other things that could 
be accidentally swallowed.
